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MARKET  REVIEW 

On  July  26,  the  Departznent  anno\inced  a  50,000  ton  increase  in  total 
sugar  quotas  and  on  August  7  a  further  increase  of  50,000  tons. 
With  these  increases,  1956  quotas  total  8,675,000  short  tons,  raw 
value  or  275,000  tons  above  final  1955  quotas.    Quotas  of  domestic 
beet  sugar  processors  are  85,000  tons  higher  than  last  year  and  the 
balance  of  190,000  tons  represents  increases  to  cane  sugar  suppliers, 
both  domestic  and  foreign. 

Through  July  31,  1956  approximately  5,500,000  tons  of  sugar  had  been 
charged  to  quotas  and  under  the  present  8,675,000  ton  quota  there  is 
a  balance  of  3,175,000  tons  for  the  last  five  months  of  the  year. 
The  beet  sugar  balance  is  885,000  tons  and  the  residual  of.  Ccine 
sugar  amounts  to  2,290,000  tons.    Last  year  through  July,  5,110,000 
tons  had  been  charged  with  3,290,000  entered  during  the  balance  of 
1955.    In  1955  beet  sugar  charges  during  the  last  five  months  were 
680,000  tons  and  cane  sugar  2,610,000  tons.    On  the  basis  of  the 
above  figure,  it  would  appear  that  there  are  320,000  tons  less 
cane  sugar  available  during  the  tet  five  months  of  1956  than  in 
1955.    However,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  cane  sugar  deliver- 
ies were  U70,000  tons  less  than  quota  charges  during  Jan\iary-July 
1956  as  coirpared  to  a  difference  of  290,000  tons  last  year.  This 
larger  build  up  of  quota  stocks  would  reduce  the  320,000  figure  to 
approximately  1U0,000  tons.    Carry  in  stocks  of  "quota"  sugar,  (that 
which  had  been  charged  to  the  previous  year's  quota)  held  by  primary 
distributors  of  cane  sugar  were  approximately  300,000  tons  in  both 

1955  and  1956, 

Deliveries  of  cane  sugar  for  United  States  consumption  through  July 

1956  exceeded  by  331,000  tons  those  of  the  same  period  last  year 
while  beet  sugar  deliveries  during  January- July  1956  were  121,000 
tons  below  those  of  last  year  when  the  beet  sugar  quota  was  85,000 
tons  less  than  at  present.    However,  because  of  strikes  in  refineries 
last  year  deliveries  of  cane  sugar  through  July  were  only  56  percent 
of  the  quantity  eventually  delivered  during  the  calendar  year  as  com- 
pared to  a  1951-55  average  of  58  percent.    Beet  sugar  deliveries 
through  July  1955  were  62  percent  of  the  quantity  eventually  delivered 
during  the  calendar  year  as  con5)ared  to  a  1951-55  average  of  58  per- 
cent.   During  early  August,  beet  sugar  processors  reduced  basis  prices 
in  the  Chicago  West  territory  by  10  cents  to  $8,30  per  hundred  pound 
bag  and  increased  their  allowance  another  10  cents  to  make  the  effec- 
tive price  $8,10,    Western  beet  processors  have  also  entered  the 
Eastern  territory  with  limited  assortment  quotations  for  Indiana, 
Ohio  and  the  Buffalo- Pittsburg  sales  territory,    Michigan  beet  pro- 
cessors reduced  prices  by  10  cents  to  make  their  basis  price  ^8,U5» 

Cane  sugar  refiners'  prices  were  also  reduced  in  the  Chicago  West 
territory  to  maintain  the  20  cents  price  differential  above  beet 
sugar.    Since  July  20th  both  beet  and  cane  sugar  have  made  an  allow- 
ance of  20  cents  per  hundred  pounds  in  California, 
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During  July  raw  sugar  spot  prices  averaged  6.11  cents  per  pound. 
The  cumulative  monthly  average  price  through  July  of  this  year 
is  5.98  or  ,05  cents  per  pound  above  last  year.    This  increase 
is  equal  to  the  higher  ocean  freight  cost  this  year  as  compared 
to  last  year.    Through  the  2ist,  the  raw  sugar  price  has  averaged 
6,12  cents  per  pound  during  August, 

World  raw  sugar  prices  averaged  J,UO  cents  per  pound  during  July, 
This  was  the  highest  monthly  average  since  August  191?3,  Through 
the  21st,  world  prices  averaged  3.38  cents  per  pound  for  August, 
A  special  session  of  the  International  Sugar  Council  that  met  in 
London  at  the  end  of  July  increased  quotas  to  the  full  basic  ex- 
port tonnages  of  U,UitO,000  metric  tons  and  removed  limitation  as 
to  the  time  of  shipment  during  the  year.    This  was  done  in  recog- 
nition of  an  increased  estimate  of  free  market  demand  for  sugar. 
Deficit  reallocations  of  quotas  totalling  14.51^000  metric  tons  were 
also  made  with  Cuba,  Formosa,  and  the  Dominican  Republic  the  princi- 
ple beneficiaries, 

CANE  AND  3SET  SUGAR  DIS1RIBUTI0N,  FIRST  HALF  1956 

Physical  deliveries  1/  of  beet  as  well  as  cane  sugar  showed  little 
change  from  the  first  half  of  195^4  to  the  first  half  of  19b5,  How- 
ever, beet  sugar  deliveries  during  the  first  half  of  1956  were 
about  2,500,000  equivalent  100-pound  bags  or  lU  percent  less  than 
in  the  corresponding  period  of  the  two  previous  years  while  1956 
cane  sugar  deliveries  were  up  5,100,000  bags  over  195U,  and  U, 700, 000 
bags  or  8  percent  over  1955, 


1/    Actual  deliveries  by  primary  distributors  of  beet  and  cane 
sugar  for  direct  consumption  by  states  of  destination  for  the 
first  half  year  195U,  1955,  and  1956  are  shown  in  Table  1,  Con- 
structive deliveries  of  beet  sugar  reported  in  the  previous  calen- 
dar year  but  physically  delivered  dxiring  the  following  year  have 
been  included  in  the  year  of  physical  delivery. 

Constructive  deliveries  of  beet  sugar  at  the  end  of  1953  amounted 
to  approximately  2,U00,000  bags.    These  deliveries  were  mainly 
to  the  North  Central  States  with  Illinois  receiving  1,500,000  bags 
of  the  l,8i|0,000  bags  to  that  i*e.gion  and  Minnesota  200,000.  West- 
ern States  received  U70,000  bags,  with  3UO,000  bags  going  to  Cali- 
fornia and  100,000  to  Washington,,    At  the  end  of  195U  constructive 
deliveries  of  beet  sugar  of"  about  1,100,000  bags  were  reported. 
Approximately  250,000  bags  each  were  for  delivery  to  Illinois, 
California,  and  Texas,    Only  minor  constructive  deliveries  oc- 
curred at  the  end  of  1955 •

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Practically  all  of  the  1956  decline  in  beet  sugar  deliveries  oc- 
curred in  the  highly  competitive  North  Central  vStates,  Deliveries 
to  Illinois  were  1,250,000  bags  less  than  in  the  first  half  of 
either  1951;  or  1955  and  a  much  lower  rate  of  deliveries  to  Michigan, 
Indiana  and  Wisconsin  also  is  evident,    A  higher  volume  of  deliver- 
ies to  California  offset  a  reduction  in  deliveries  to  Texas  and  the 
Middle  Atlantic  States, 

Cane  sugar  deliveries  in  the  first  half  of  1956  showed  little  vari- 
ation from  previous  years  in  most  states  -with  most  of  the  overall 
gain  concentrated  in  a  few  states.    Deliveries  in  Illinois  were 
2,000,000  bags  larger  than  in  1955  and  1,UOO,000  bags  larger  than 
in  195U»    Strikes  in  some  refineries  that  market  in  this  area  were 
responsible  for  the  low  rate  of  deliveries  during  the  first  half 
of  1955.    I»arge  increases  in  cane  sugar  deliveries  in  195t>  also  oc- 
curred in  Michigan,  Kansas  and  Ohio  of  the  North  Central  region  and 
in  Florida  and  Mssissippi  in  the  South,    Although  deliveries  of 
cane  sugar  to  the  Middle  Atlantic  States  as  a  group  have  shown  an 
increase  during  the  first  half  of  each  of  the  three  years,  deliver- 
ies to  New  York  state  have  not  increased*    Cane  sugar  deliveries  to 
California  were  dowrn  in  1955  due  to  the  strike  in  the  California 
sugar  refinery  and  those  of  1956  were  less  than  in  19514- • 

During  the  first  half  of  1956  it  would  appear  that  producers  of  beet 
sugar  have  conserved  stocks  of  old  crop  sugar  by  concentrating  on 
deliveries  to  those  areas  where  freight  absorption  is  low.    On  ths 
other  hand,  cane  sugar  distidbutors  have  supplied  larger  than  usual 
quantities  of  sugar  to  those  states  where  both  cane  and  beet  sugar 
compete.    In  view  of  the  increased  beet  sugar  quota  this  year  it 
seems  inevitable  that  beet  sugar  deliveries  will  be  stepped  up  in 
states  with  higher  freight  absorption  during  the  balance  of  the  year 
particularly  after  new  crop  sugar  becomes  available,

U*    Deliveries  of  sugar  to  the  Western  region  during  June  1956  were 
8  percent  higher  than  in  June  1955  and  28  percent  higher  than 
in  the  preceding  month.    To  the  North  Central  and  New  England 
regions  deliveii.es  were  12  and  3  percent  smaller,  respectively, 
than  in  the  same  month  a  year  ago,  but  11  and  15  percait  higher, 
respectively,  than  in  the  preceding  month.    Deliveries  to  the 
Southern  and  Middle  Atlantic  regions  were  about  the  same  as  in 
May  1956,  and  to  the  Southern  region  they  also  were  unchanged 
from  June  1955;  to  the  Middle  Atlantic  region  they  were  lt>  per- 
cent less  than  in  June  1955. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  during  second  quarter  1956  to  the  Southern 
and  Western  regions  were  5  and  11  percent  larger,  respectively, 
than  in  the  same  quarter  of  1955*    To  the  other  regions  deliver- 
ies were  within  about  1  percent  of  those  in  the  second  quarter 
last  year.    As  coingpared  with  first  quarter  1956,  deliveries  in 
the  second  quarter  were  6  to  7  percent  larger  to  the  Middle 
Atlantic,  New  England,  and  North  Central  regions,  and  20  and 
30  percent  larger  to  the  Southern  and  Western  regions,  re- 
spectively.
